THE SOLDIER WAS A FATHER-

A Romanileand Thrilling Story ofjthe Civil
War—Hew a Letier From Home Caused
o De-ertion.

(From ihe Balilmore Sun.)

New Yorxw, July 23.—-There was
buried at Greenwood yesterday a
man with a curious history. He had
been a Confederate soldier, as brave
as any of his comrades, but he de-
serted his army during the war and
was tried by cowrt-martial for doing
so. Edward Cooper was iz name.
For the puast year he has been ioviui
at No. 355 Fourth avenue.

One bleuk December morning in
1862 he was before a court-martial of
the Army of Northern Virginia. The
prisoner was told to introduce his
witnesses. He replied, “I have no
witnesses.

Battle said to him: “Have you no
defense? Is it possible that you
abardoned vour comvades and de-
serted your colors in the presence of
ke enemy without reason?”

“There was a reason,” replied
Cooper, “but if will not avail me be-
fore a military tribunal.”

«Perhaps you are mistaken,” said
the General; “vou are charged with
the highest crime known to military
law, and itis your duty to make
known the cause that influenced your
actions.”

Approaching the president of the
court Cooper presented a letter, say-
ing as he did so: *“There General, is
what did it!”

The letter was offered as the pris-

oner's defence. Ii was in these
words: .
“Dear Edward: Since your con-

neetion with the Confederate army
I have been prouder of you than ever
before. I would not have ‘you do
anything wrong for the world, but
before God, Edward, unlessyou come
home we must die! Last night I
was eroused by little Eddie erying.
T called to him and said: What is
the matter, Eddie? He replied: Oh,
mamma, I am so hungry. And Lucy
your darling Lucy. She never com-
plains. But she grows thinner and
thinner every day. Before God, Ed-
ward unless you comehome we must
die. Your Mary.
Turning to the prisoner, General
Battle asked: “What did you do
when you received that letter.
Cooper replied: “I made applica-
tion for a furlough. It was rejected.
Again I made application and it was
rejected. That night as I wandered
about our camp thinking of my home
the wild eves of Luey looking up to
me and the burning words of Mary
sinkine in my brain, I was no longer
the Confederate soldier, but I was
the father of Lucy and the husband
of Mary.

“If every gunin the battery had
been fired upon me I would have
passed those lines. When I reached
home Mary flung her arms aroun
my neck and sobbed: +“Oh, my Ed-

ward! I am so glad you got your
furlough.” She must have fell me

shudder, forshe turned es pale as
death, and catchicg her breath at
every word, she said. “Have you
come without your furlough? Go
back! Edward, go back! Let me
and the children go down to the
arave, but for Heaven's sake, save
the honor of our name!”

There was not an officer on that
court-martiel who did not feel the
force of the prisomer’s words, but
each in turn pronounced the verdict
guilty. The proceedings of the
cowrt were reviewed by General Lee,
and upon the record was written:
“Headquarters A. N. V.—The find-
ing of the court is approved. The pris-
oner is pardoned and will report to
hiscompany. “R. E. Lee, General.”

A NEGROES SHOCKING CRIME.:

His Wife Burned to Death—The Evidence
Points to Slow Torture at the Hands of
Her Husband and a Female Paramour—
His Sulcide. '

One of the most horrible crimes on
record is reported from Colleton
county.

The erime was committed on Mary's
island, an unfrequeried spot in the
county mentioned.

Poady Grant lived there with his
wife, Pheebe. Another woman, sup-
posed to be too intimate with Grant,
frequently visited his wife. On Wed-
nesday last, Grant mounted his mule
and proceeded to the relations of his
wife. He told them that Pheebe had
been severely hurt the week before
by an explosion of a kerosene lamp
and was in a bad condition.

The relatives found her burnt from
Ler knees up, in front only, terribly
charred and speechless. She died
when an aitempt was made Lo remove
her. During the whole week the
other woman passed backward and
forward between the place she lived
and Mary's island, and said nothing
of the aceident, nor did Poady, until
the unfortunate woman could not
speak.

No traces of oil could be found on
the floor, no traces of burning below
the knees of the woman. These, and
the contradictory statements, caused
the arrest of Poady, but he escaped
from his guards. It is supposed that
the poor wretch was deliberately sat-
urated with kerosene and set on fire
by her husband and his accomplice.

Bui the tale is not yet told. Poady
havingz been run fo earth after his
escape, requested permission to re-
tuin to his room for a short while.
Almost immediately the report of a
gun was heard, and it was foand that
he had placed the muzzle of his
musket against his stomach, exploded
it by some means, blowing a hole
clear through himself, thus proving
almost conclusively his guilt. i
female accomplice is in hiding, bub
when captured will meet the severest
punishment.

WHITES AND BLACKS-
Effect of the Lodge Bill...The

Enacted and Enforced, Will Canse Trou-

ble in the South.

New Yorr. July 24 —When asked
for his views of the probable cffect on
the industries of the South of ibe
passage of the Lodge Dill, General
Roger A. Pryor said: My opinion is
that the enforcement of the bill, if
enacted, will invitably provole collis-
ionsof violencein the Southern States,
and consequenily capital will be with-
drawn from the South, or atall events
it will no longer be sent thither. Re-
1:i7oms between the races in the South
are oo prosent perfectly pacific and
satisfactory to botk, but any attempi
of the federal government to influ-
ence the electoral frauchise in the
South and soto disturb the equilbrium
of the races will provoke resentment
and inflame passions inconsistent
with public order and tranquility.
No man, whatever his pohitical opin-
ions, can travel in the South without
being favorably impressed by the
contentment and prosperity pervad-
ing celore:d communities.

“It is to the peaceful relations be-
tween the races and their cordial co-
operation in industrial development
that the present cxtraordinary pro-
eress is attributable. Vo set the two
classes in hostility, as this bill would
do, would infallibly arrest the course
of Southern prosperity. Itisa nota-
ble fact that collisions between the
races in the South have invariably
and exclusively beencaused by politi-
cal controversies. On every other sub-
ject the harmony between the races
1s complete. At present there is
nothing in the political contosts of
the South to exasperate one race
against the other. But this Dbill will
undoubtedly a:ray the factions inim-
placable antagonism.

It may as well be understood, once
tor all, that the whites of the South
do not intend that the blacks shall
acquire the ascendency, and in so far
as this bill tends to the accomplish-
ment of that ascendency it will chal-
lenge resistance. If the races be left
free from Federal intervention, they
will work out their pacific and in ear
nest co-operation, not only o the
benefit of the South, but tothe wel-
fare of the entire country. It is la-
mentable at thisjuncture, when every-
thing is so quiet and prosperous in
the South, that a measure should be
introduced which cannot but result
in discord and disaster.”

Hon. J. Simms, president of the
Fourth National Bank, took a differ-
ent view. He thought the South
would acquiesce in the operation of
the bill if it was made 2 law.

“The ante-bellum days,” he said,
“gre not the days we live in. The
South is law-abiding; so that while
there may be some resentment it
will not occasion any serious disturb-
ances. I don’t believe in the bill. I
am not apprehensive of any violence

on the part of the South in case it

d | should be enforced. Of course mil-

lions and millions of Northern money
have gone South forinvestment in the
last few years, and that very connee-
tion will be an influence tending to
control any outbreak that would en-
danger the enterprises that Northern
capital has built up.”

President of Clemson College.
The trustees of the new State ag-
ricultural collegeto beestablished on
the Clemson bequest at Fort Hill
have elected J. H. Strode, of Amherst
county, Va., as president. Mr. Strode
was at one time principal of Kenn-
more High School, of Ambherst, a
training and industrial institution,
and was very successful. From there
he went to the University of Missis-
sipsi to accept the professorship of
mathematies and chemistry. He
resigned there, it is said, because of
insufficient salary. He was not an
applicant for the presidency of Cle: «-
son College, but was recommended
to the trustees by a gentleman of
whom they made inquiries. When
they proceeded to inquire concerxn-
ing him they found universally favor-
able reports from all who knew him
orwith whom he had been associated,
recommending him as the very man
for the place—a finished scholar and
competent instructor with the usual
share of executive ability and, hard
sense. The decision of the trustees
in Mr. Strode’s favor was unanimous
and he has been notified of his elec-
tion. His answer-has beenreceived,
but he has accepted. He is a
native  Virginian, about forty-five
years old, and was a medalist of the
University of Virginia.—Greenville
News.

The Annual Address Shows the Order to be
in 2 Flourishing Cozdition—A Plan for a
Mutual Fire and Life Insurance Company
to be Dtiscussed—The Election of Officers.

GreesvicLE, July 23.—The South
Carolina State Farmers’ Alliance met
here to-day—uost every county be-
ing represented. The morning ses-
sion was devoted chiefly to organiza-
tion.

The -annual address of President
Stackhouse siowed the membership
to have increased to 17,500 in the last
two years. There are 1,052 sub-alli-
auees in the State.

Colonel F. F. Polk, President of
the National Farmers Alliance, ad-
dressed the alliance in the morning,
and tonight delivered apublicaddress
in the operahouse toa lage audience.

The most important action was the
appointment of 1 committee to con-
sider plans for = mutual firve and life
insurance company o be operated by
thie Alliance. :

Dr. 5. Willin Stokes, of Orange-
burg, editor of the Cotton Plant, was
elected president by acclamation to-
gother with all the old officers.

Spartanburg was selected as the
next place of meeting and following
delegates were clected to the
National Alliance: J. William Stokes,
. J. Talbert, A. C. Letimer and Dr.
Lugene Jarnigan.

SECOXD DAY.

Grzexvirre, July 24-—The Farm-
ers’ Alliance of South Carolina met
in the Opera House at 9 o'clock this
morning. The proccedings during
the day were largely devoted to dis-
cussions oa various topics. The com-
mittee which was appointed to pre-
pare the reports to be given out to
the press gave out the following: The
committee onflegislative demands
made a number of recommendations
in line with the demands of the Na-
tional Alliance. The importance of
pushing these demands was set forth,
and it was urged that no candidate
be supported who is not in full sym-
pathy with the.demands made. The
Secretaries of the State and County
Alliances were forbidden from here-
after giving out a full directory of the
County and sub-Alliance officers ex-
cept by permission of the president
and chairman of the executive com-
mittee. .

An appeal was made to the Alli-
ance members in the North and
Northwest to unite with the South
Carolina Alliance in condemning the
Lodge bill, and requesting them to
come toour aid in preventing the
passage of said bill, the intent and
effect of which, we believe, will be not
to benefit any class of citizens, but
will serve to break the force of our
united brotherhood in our demand
for financial reform.

Several amendments to the constitu-
tion were adopted.

The sub-treasury bill was endorsed,
and it is the sense of the body that
no candidate for Congress should re-
ceive our support unless he favors
that measure.

The Allianceé was positive in its op-
position to national banks, and de-
manded the removal of all taxes on all
State banks. -
Sub and County Alliarces were en-
joined to take mors active interest in
the schools of the country.

The President urged upon the
County and sub-Alliances the impor-
tance of having their individual seal.
The secretaries of sub-Alliances
are urged to press the claims of pa-
pers that have presséd and will press
the demands of our order. :

The President’s Address.

Brethren of the State 'Alliance—In
turning over to you the high trust
which I have endeavored to execute
for you during the two years since
your organization, I congratulate you
on the growth of the order within the
State, on the good your organization
has slready accomplished and on the
open prospect for future accomplish-
ment. The report of your State or-
ganizer shows that the organization
has now been planted in every county
in the State. Your secretary reports
that we now have 1,052 sub-Alliances
in the State, an increase of 298 since
your last meeting. and an increase of
17,500 members during the year now
closing.

The safety and
success of ourorganization is depend-
ent on our fidelity and devotion to
tkese noble purposes.

ECONOMICAL EDUCATION.

The first declaration of purpose by
our order shows that it looked to the
education of the “Agricultural class”™
—that they might be prepared to
grapple with organized and entrench-
ed menopoly. I respectfully recom-
mend a careful study of this entire
first declaration of purpose to the
brotherhood in South Carolina.

The education of the “Agelcultural
class™ is the most important work of
the Alliance, not only in Seuth Caro-
lina, but in every State of this great
nation. I recommend that you con-
sider carefully the best methods for
the accomplishment of this great ed-
ucational work.

Monopoly—intrenched monopoly_.'l

with its mighty influence and power
—nust be met and defeated. This
is atask worthy ef the supremest
efforts of the toiling masses of the
people of the United.States. It is no
escape if we would perpotuate free
institutions and enlightened Christian
government. The toiling masses of
the people of this great nation are
girding themselves for the accom-
plishment of this task. The agricul-
tural States of this Union are uniting
for the accomplishment of this graad
iask. The ereat Northwest and the
Cotton States will stand together in
the coming battle with the powers of
monopoly. The assaults of the first
skirmish will be recorded in the elec-
tion results of the National elections
for 1890. But the monster—Monopoly
—is too firmly established for to be
defeated ina skirmish. It will re-
quire the great battle of 1892 to de-
cide whether the people or whether
monopoly shall rule this great nation.

POLITICAL DANGER.

The charge of our oponents that
we have abandoned agriculture and
gone into politicsis sufficieatly an-
swered by the statistical fact of in-
creased area and superior condition
of the growing crops. Whence this
fear of the farmerin politics? But
we must everremember that our poli-
tics are to be “strictly non partisan.”
Any departure from the rule will be
—to the exteni of the departure—
fatal to the success of the reforms
sought. The Alliance is in no sense
a politicul party, nor does it look to
the destruction of either of the great
political parties. bub it is a “strictly
non partisan” organizationfor the de-
fence and protection of the “agricul-
tural classes” against legalized spolia-
tion, and will wait for no change of
administration to present its de-
mands.

The national demands formulated
by the Supreme Council at St. Louis
have been considered and passed
upon by the Sub and County Alliances.
I recommend that these demands
with the action taken thereon by Sub
and County Alliances be referred to
a special committee on legislative de-
mands and that all matters in refer-
ence to legislation, State or national,
be referred to this committee. The
great consolidation effected at St
Louis since your last meeting, and
the unprecedented growth of the Na-
tional Farmers' Alliance and Indus-
trial Unton inspires the hope that the
demands of that grand organization,
will—at no distant day—receive re-
spectful consideration by the Congress
of the United States.

THE AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANICAL
COLLEGE.-

I congratulate the farming and in-
dustrial classes of the State on the
fact, that since yourlast meeting, the
State has made provision for the es-
tablishment of an Agricultural and
Mechanieel College at Fort Hill, and
that the work of construction is now
progressing.

The report of your Executive Com-
mittee shows good and safe financial
management. They have enabled
your State organizer, State lecturer
and State president to meet, to the
extent of their ability to do so, all de-
mands made for their services. Ire-
commend that the committees con-
tinue the same equitable and wise ar-
rangement in reference to the work
of the State lecturer, and that he be
required to give his whole time to the
work under their direction should ib
be demanded. And Isuggest further,
now that? the work of organization is
so nearly completed, that the com-
mittee impose the work of State or-{
ganizer on the State lecturer.

CONSTITUTION.

The State Secretary, whe has made
your State’s constitution a special
study, has, by request, prepared for
submission to your body a new or a
revised constitution, with the purpose
to make it more systematicinarrange-
ment, less doubtful of interpretation
and easier of reference. I recom-
mend that you take such action as
will best secure a careful considera-
tion of this new or revised constitu-
tion.
ALLIANCE EXCHANGE.

The plan adopted at your last meet-
ing for the establishment of *“an Al-
liance Exchange” has been carried
into active and successful operation.
This report. submitted to this body
as information,will sufficiently explain
its operations. Its continued success
isdivectly dependent on the patron-
age of the Alliance brotherhood of
the State. When the business world
comes to understand that it has
“come to stay.” that the Alliance peo-
ple of the State will support it to the
extent of their abilitp, it will surely
prove a grand success and benefit the
Alliance membership beyond their
most sanguine expectations.

YOUR ORGAXNS.

The Cotton Plant, your State or-
gan, is worthy of and should receive
the support of the Lrotherhood
throughout the State. It should
make its weekly visits to every Alli-
ance home in the State. The fact
that most of the State pressisopposed
to the demands of the Alliance makes
it imperative that our people should
read our State and national organs.
The National Economist. your na-
tional organ, is combatting with com-
mendable fairness and great ability
the evils and dangers of monopoly. I
recommend that the brotherhood of
South Carolina give it liberal patron-
age.

SALARIES.

T respectfully suggest the propriety
and justice of increasing the salaries
of your President and Secretary, as
the salaries, as now fixed by your
constitution, are not fair compensa-
Hon for the services rendered by
those officers.

I trust you will remain in session
long cnough to give careful consider-
ation to all matters of interest to the
crder in this State.

In conclusion, I want to say that
the effort to serve vou has been. to
me. a labor of love. I have brought
to the discharge of the duties imposed,
my best efforts for the well being of
the order. I have been conscious of
my inability to measure up to the re-
sponsibilities imposed upon me. I
invoke your indulgence to the defi-
ciencies and errors in my official ad-
ministration. I want to record my

grateful appreciation of the prompt
and generous aid given me in their
several departments, by those who
have been associated with me in the
discharge of my official duties, and I
congratulate the brotherhood in the
Etate on the wisdom of their selec-
on.

FROM AFFLUENCE TO POVERTY.

The Widow of Millionaire Alden Asking
Aid of Her Former Colored Servant.

NorwaLk, July 22.—Mrs. Carolive
Miller, colored, of Wesiport. well
known in that little village of her
honesty and thrift, received irom
Manhaset, L. I., one day this week,
a letter from Mrs. Georgiana Alden,
the contents of which show to what
depths of poverty thosein opulence
may fall. The wriler is the widow
of the late Stephen Alden, who for
years was one of the wealthiest men
in the country. She is now without
money or friends, is suffering from
hunger and want of proper
shelter, and, reduced fo the lowest
depths of poverty, begs this poor
woman, who was once employed in
her household, for aid. So reduced
had she become that only three cents
were in her purse, and two of them
were used to buy the stamp for her
letter.

Mrs. Miller sent $2 of her earnings,
all she had left from her wages of the
week previous. Before doing so,
however, she showed the letter to
persons who had associated with Mys.
Alden at a time when fortune smiled
upon her, thinking that they were
better able than herself to answer
the appeal. They offered no assist-
ance. One of the parties to whom
the letter was shown is the wife of a
well-known citizen, who, when the
unfortunate lady was shining in
society there, borrowed her diamends,
valued at many hundreds of dollars,

Fto wear at an evening reception.

Twenty vears ago Mrs. Alden’s
husband was feputed to be worth
from three to five millions of dollars.
He had previous to that time been
president of one of the banksin Al-
bany, and was 2lso & prominent resi-
dent and politicisn of that city. Sub-
sequently he married, removed to
New York, and became & broker in
the Stock Exchange. - By a series of
daring manipulations he made the
major portion of his great wealth.
He spent his summers in Westpoit,
and et an expense of many thousands
of dollers erected an elegant man-
sion, with spacious lawns and parks,
and lived in princely style. His home
was filled with servants, a small army
of workmen kept the house and
grounds in the best possible order,
and 2 stable full of thoroughbreds
with drivers anl foctmen. were al-
ways ready at & momcut's uctice
The quiet, easy going citizens of e
place were overawed 2t their neigh-
bor’s lavish expenditurcs. No society
was quite complete unless Mr. and
Miys. Alden were present. At length
business reverses set in, heavy losses
followed, and in & surprisingiy short
time money and property were swept
away lo satisfy the claims of credi-
tors. Mr. Alden died under the
weight of his obligations, and his
widow, shattered in health. started
westward. For several years she
remained on the Pseific coast, bat
latterly returned east. She is now
poverty stricken and aid is now re-
fused her, even by those who at one
time were her warmest {riends.

A.GRFAT FIRE-
Twenty-8ix Hundred People Rendered -
H¢ meleas at Kirin. g
Meagre details have been received
of a great fire at Kirin, which de-
stroyed about $4,000.006 wortk of
property and rendered 2.600 families
homeless. A Zcorrespondent of the
North China Daily News writes:
“Signals were made about 2 o'clock
p. m., on May 13, and, as usual, the
governor-general left his yamen for
the scene of the fire and to conduet
operations in the work of extinguish-
ing,ete. The soldiers carried some
ten engines, but no one seemed to
anticipate anything very serious. I
gaw that the governor-general’s ya-
men would soon be in danger,” so I
proceeded as quickly as possible to
save all the property: that could be
got at, and having secured a large

{junk ab the river bank, T had all my

things carried te it from my house be-
fore the latter caught fire. The ya-
men station is & large square with
streets on all sides. All the houses
caught fire and some 60,000 cartrid-
ges for Martini-Henry rifies explod-
ed. The noise was like half & dozen
regiments firing volleys in quick
time. The servants had to be drag-
ged inte the house to carry out the
packages. They had no sense left.
The cook prayed thatI might fiy.
Thousands of people fied to the river
with such things as they could pick
up in a hurry. Large timber raits
crowded with people 2lso were burn-
ed, and the only safety was in the
water itself. My junk crossed to the
other egide of the river, where we re-
mained during the night. By 8 o'clock
p. m., the conflagration extended for
more than & mile along the bank.
All the large stores of timber were
consumed, the flames shooting up-
hundreds of feet—a sight never to be
forgotten. Fortunately the wind
lessened, and the fire was nearly ex-
tinguished during the night. but it
smoldered in places for days, and
only gave way entirely toa heavy down
pour of rain, which cecurred May 20.
The sufferers are chiefly well-to-do
people, and theloss supposed to be
from 2,500,000 3,000,000 taels. some
ten lives were sacrified. The exact
estimate of the loss is difficult to
get. but some 2,600 families were
made homeless, and the misery is
mat—);:e easily imagined than deserib-
od.”

Preperiag to Kidnap Burke.

The Louisiana Legislature at its
session recently closed appropriated
£15,000 as a reward for the capture
of ex-State Treasurer Burke, now en-
gaged in mining in Honduras. A
gentleman lately arrived from there
says a number of detectives have gone
to Honduras recently, presumably
with the intention of kidnapping
Major Burke and retwrning him to
Louisiara inthe hope of securing the
reward offered by the State. Major
Burke is aware of their mission. and
seems to be very much worried and
nervous. The ex-treasurer is very
pepular with the people of Honduras,
and his mining operations geem to be
fairly successful. He is said to be
suffering from e very severe case of
catarth, and has had an operation
performed for his relief. His health

otherwise is good.
